Wayne, East Chicago 
and one or two other cities of the 
state, will he interested in the re- 
port of William S. Murray and Hen-' 
ry Flood, Jr., New York engineers,' 
to the National Electric Light Assoc- 
iation on the workings of the Hydro- 
Eleclric Power Commission of On- 
tario. The report finds strongly in 
favor of private utilities under state 
regulations as compared with gov- 
ernment ownership and operation. 


The report' finds that no system 


of electric service such as that op- 
erated by the Ontario commission is 
applicable in tlie United States, for 
the reason that it. is subversive of 
American policy and custom, and in 
addition is inefficient, expensive and 
wasteful. It shows that the service 
rendered by privately-owned utilities 
under public regulation is cheaper 
and belter than that rendered by 
governmentally-owned utilities, and 
that even in Ontario, which'has what 
is generally looked upon as the most 
successful example of government- 
owned utilities, private capital and 
enterprise have contributed more to

Fnrty Miles Road Under Contract 


Fu.' Pavement and 50 Miles For 


Contract Letting 


WGEK IS BEGUN ON GRADING 


Indianapolis, April, 8—'Road build- 


ing in Indiana will get actively under 
way within -another week, Lawrence 
Lyons, director of the state 'highway 
commission said, today. 


Forty miles of road are under con- 


tract for rigid type pavement 
and 


•approximately 
50 miles .advertised 


for contract letting between April 1 
and IS. 


C. Gray, chief 
engineer 
of the 


commission, pointed out that the 40 
odd miles representing four gaps in 
the national road-and put under con- 
tract several weeks ago nt approx- 
imately $1,000,000 will be built at 
about $8,500 a mile cheaper than 
was possible last year, when highway 


construction cost $36,000 a mile. 


The 'Construction department has 


started work at grading and build- 
ing under 20-feet spans on the gaps 
•between Richmond and Mt. Meridian, 
from Brazil to Terre Haute, Bridge- 
port to Stylesville and from Green- 
field to Dublin. The first project to 
be completed will be the Brazil to 
Terre Haute job. 


For the first time in its history,, 


the commission will build seven miles 
of federal aid road this year. It is 
between Huntingburg and Dale, a 
seven inch wifter-bound ' macadam 
base over which will be laid a four 
inch gravel surface. 
Work on this 


has already started.
